REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 19, 21, 23, 27, and 30, the claims are allowed for the reasons given in 
paragraph 8 of the Office Action mailed 8/24/04. 

Regarding claims 1,19, 20, 22, 24-26, and 28, the prior art of record fails to teach or 
suggest a magnetic jig comprising a pressing magnet jig and a pressure-receiving magnet jig 
wherein only the pressing magnet jig includes a cushioning member, the cushioning member 
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formed of two separate pieces spaced apart sufficiently from each other to subject the 
whole bonding surfaces to uniform contact.
